Central Theme

a hero. They had this almost com- 
pulsive wish because, Mr. Childs 
thinks, of a “‘desperate . . . almost 
guilty need . . .” growing out of 
the frustrations following World 
War Il and the critical problems 


which had developed. 

So, there was a great drive to 
draft Gen. Eisenhower. Those of | 
us who traveled with that cam- | 
paign know this force was like 
a great flood from some unseen, 
broken dam in the long pent-up 
stream of American emotions. 

Mr. Childs believes Gen. Eisen- 
hower was reluctant. He also re- 
gards him as having been none 
too well equipped for the job. 

Looking at the first White House 
years, Mr. Childs estimates the 
President to have been awkward, 
uneasy, often embarrassed by his 


unwilling to make sticky decisions. 
In addition, it is Mr. Childs’ opin- 
ion the President was “‘insulated’’ 
in the Army and in the White 
House from the harsher facts of 
political life. 

In 1958, says Mr. Childs, the 
President is “‘more and more... 
a prisoner of his own office, a 
captive of his own indecisiveness, 
a captive of the hero-worshiping 
public, a captive of the agonizing 
dilemma of an era of nuclear an- 
nihilation in which man’s old sav- 
age instincts lay close to the 
fragile surface of law and order.” 


In Our Dismay 

In furthering his thesis of a 
weak President, Mr. Childs says, 
‘In our dismay in the aftermath 
of the sputniks and Little Rock, 
we called on the President to 
unify and inspire the country, and 
the commonest judgment was that 
he failed... . .” 

At this moment there will be 
many in both camps who will en- 
dorse the Childs conclusien. 

It is likely, too, that all Mr. 
Eisenhower’s partisans have, at 
one time or another, experienced 
keen disappointment because of.

Currie reported that the 40 show- 
down trawlers were divided into 
four groups, each under the pro- 
tection of a naval escort vessel.

GI Families’ 
Medical Aid 
Is Curtailed 


WASHINGTON (® — Civilian 
medical care for dependents of 
military personnel will be re- 
duced drastically on Oct. 1 be- 
cause of money limitations placed 
on the program by Congress. 

Maj. Gen. Paul I. Robinson, who 
retired Sunday as chief of the De- 
fense Department’s medical care 
program, said a temporary close- 
down of the whole program may 
be necessary unless more funds 
are provided. 

Before the current fiscal year 
which started July 1, there were 
no restrictions on military depend- 
ents going to civilian doctors and 
hospitals and having them send 
the bills to the services. During 
the year which ended last June 
30, the military paid out about 90 
million dollars. In addition it was 
obligated for about 18 million dol- 
lars in unpaid bills which came 
in after the year closed.

* trist, or an X-ray man).” 

After several hours of this sort 
* of thing, the police told the med- 
* ical profession that something 
: would have to be done to remedy 
' the situation. Also, wise phy- 
. gicians began to see that those 
* many persons who had gone 
- through such a miserable experi- 
‘ ence trying to find a doctor at 
* 2 a.m., had developed a grievance 
’ against the medical profession, 
* and this was bad for everyone.

Will Honor Work of Mrs. Fitzmatrick

Georgia young people will 
have an opportunity to further 
their education in the name of 
a woman who, all her life, 
nurtured their hopes and 
dreams. 

Mrs. Vernon B. White, presi- 
dent of the Young Matrons Cir- 
cle for Tallulah Falls School, 
has announced that the organ- 
ization is establishing a scholar- 
ship for graduates of the Geor- 
gia-Federation-owned school at 
Tallulah Falls, in honor of Mrs. 
Z. I. Fitzpatrick. Mrs. Fitz- 
patrick’s death on Aug. 20 end- 
ed a long and notable career of 
service for the school and for 
the Federation. She was affec- 
tionately known as ‘Mother 
Fitzpatrick” and as the 
“Duchess of Tallulah” by hun- 
dreds of students at the school, 
and thousands of Georgia club 
women. 

Plans for setting up funds 
_with which graduates of the 


friend of Mrs. Fitzpatrick’s and 
a coworker with her for the 
school since 1924, is chairman 
of the scholarship. Serving with 
Mrs. Patterson are Circle mem- 
bers Mrs. W. Eugene Harring- 
ton, co-chairman; Mrs. Law- 
rence Willet, Mrs. Lindsay M. 
Neely, Mrs. Kenneth R. Gur- 
ley, Mrs. Smith L. Johnston, 
Mrs. Davis B. Fitzgerald Jr., 
and Mrs. Ernest C. Taylor. As 
president of the Circle, Mrs. 
White is automatically a mem- 
ber of the committee. 


Mrs. White explained that the 
scholarship will be a revolving 
fund to provide aid for grad- 
uates of Tallulah Falls School, 
whether they elect a four-year- 
college course, training in busi- 
ness administration, school of 
nursing, or some other form of 
additional education to equip 
them for useful careers. 

“We expect funds from the 
scholarship to be available for 
the 1959 graduates of the 
school,” Mrs. White said. 

She pointed out that no ap- 
peal will be made to the Circle 
membership, but letters will go 
out to Ars. Fitzpatrick’s per- 
sonal friends, her colleagues in 
the Georgia Federation, and to 
graduates of the school already 
established in business, indus- 
try and the professions. 

Ninety-three at the time of 
her death, Mrs. Fitzpatrick was 


born in Brooks County, the for-

mer Ida Hester. Her father 
built the first school in the 
county while she was a child. 
It was there she began her 


education, later attending Quit- 
man Academy in Quitman and 
Houston Female College at 
Perry.

1911 as vice president-at-large | 


and, until 1913, as acting presi- 
dent. She was then elected 
president for four years, and 
later made a life director. 

One of the first women trus- 
tees of a college, Mrs. Fitz- 
patrick was elected to the 
board of Brenau College in 
1916. She served as director of 
the General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs and was appointed 
to the 10-member “War Victory 
Commission” for the U.S. during 
World War I. 

After her husband’s death in 
1924, she was elected to the 
board of trustees of Tallulah 
Falls School, and spearheaded 
a nationwide fund-raising cam- 
paign in that year. In 1932, she 
was made resident director. 
The “Duchess of Tallulah’ was 
president of the school board 
from the early 1940’s until 1951, 
when she retired and was 
elected president-emeritus. 

Mother Fitzpatrick suffered a 
paralytic stroke in 1957, and had 
been failing in health since.

shelves with a built-in desk and 
ample storage space for books, 
games and her collections of toy 
animals and foreign dolls. 

The hit of the room is an im- 
mense blackboard on one wall, 
Children, almost regardless of 
their age, are attracted to it. 
Baby sitters turn into chalk 
muralists. 

Mrs. Pope said that when the 
blackboard was first installed 
she figured white chalk dust 
would be bad enough, and fought 
off the idea of colored chalks. 

“But it was inevitable.” she 
admitted. “Now everybody who 
comes in the house has to play 
with the colored chalks. We're 
all covered with a fine patina of 
the dust. 

“Still,” she added, exchang- 
ing a fond look with Libet, “It’s 
worth it.”

Once in a blue moon a recipe 
appears, usually a dessert, that 
lasting fame. 
Charlotte Russe was one, Peach 
Melba another, and now, latest 
of the recipes to make culinary 
history,. German's chocolate 
cake. 

It's a moist, rich, three-layer 
beauty of a cake that owes its

Ray Nixon, city construction 
chief, and his aides Sunday point- 
ed to sewage treatment ‘expan- 
sions, planned to raise treatment 
capacity from the present 66 mil- 
lion to 114 million gallons a day, 
and outfall construction and re- 
novation of several ancient trunk 
lines to keep pace with projected 
growth. 

Of primary importance is in- 
creasing treatment capacity at 
the South River plant, where a 
facility constructed to handle six 
million gallons a day is taxed 
with 10 million gallons with an- 
other two million being bypassed 
untreated.

Actually, the bath 
sponge is the skeleton of a water- 
dwelling animal. It was formed 
as he grew. ? 

Alive, the sponge looks even 
less like an animal. He has no 
legs, no head, no mouth, no lungs 
or gills, no heart, no nervous 
system and no feelings.

The slimy rind of the sponge is 
a layer of tough, flattened cells. 
It is full of tiny pores through 
which water enters the body. 
There is a deep tunnel which 
opens at the top of the sponge. 
A constant jet of water flows 
back into the ocean from this 
hole. The tunnel is lines with 
.| special cells called collar cells. 


Each has a tiny collar of jelly 
surrounding the little tail. Count- 
less numbers of these tails con- 
stantly fan the water out of the 
tunnel. 

The water brings oxygen and 
food to the sponge. It seeps in 
through the pores in-the skin and 
is circulated out again through 
the tunnel. 

The bulk of te sponge is be- 
twee.s the rind and the central 
tunnel. This is made of wonderful 
litle cells able to do almost any- 
thing. They digest the food, use 
the oxygen, repair damage. and 
any of them can become eggs. 
They also build the skeleton which 
becomes the bath sponge. 

As the sponge grows big it 
needs some support. It needs to 
"be held up in the water and the 
channels through which the water 
flows must be kept open. The 
inside cells extract minerals from 
the water and turn them into 
solid fragments. The bath 
sponge’s skeleton is a horny, 
elastic material ‘called spongin. 
The skeleton is a lacy network 
of support for the soft cells of 
the sponge.

In Mr. Williams’ Case 


State Revenue Commissioner T. V. 
(Red) Williams, after months of defiant 
smearing and castigation of his critics, 
peared before the Fulton County 
and Jury Friday and admitted what 
S critics had said—that he has violated 
ate Merit System rules. 


Until this admission of guilt and “sol- 


emn promise to comply,” Mr. Williams 
had blamed it all on Atla newspapers 
which, he said, had lied.WAe also had 


attacked Special Investigator Paul H. Ca- 
denhead, who is doing a splendid job. 

The grand jury, as required by law 
where state officials are concerned, had 
notified the commissioner it would seek 
a 24-count indictment against him for 
violating the Merit System rules. 

After Mr. Williams’ admission of guilt 
and promise of compliance within 45 
days, the jury, properly we think, issued 
a special presentment in the case. The 
jury said that Mr. Williams promised 
full compliance, including that of dis- 
charging personnel who have not passed 
the required examinations or who are 
otherwise unqualified. 

The understanding also includes ac- 
tion, according to the presentment, to 
reduce salaries of persons receiving com- 
pensation in excess of the compensation 
plan of the Merit System and to elevate 
salaries of those being paid below the 
scale. The agreement could affect hun- 
dreds of employes. 

What Mr. Williams has done is to 
confess to the facts as charged—namely 
that he has operated the department in 
violation of the rules and that political 
patronage has been the rule. 


The Merit System takes time to be- 
come effective. It is just now, for ex- 
ample, becoming productive in the 
Health Department, although installed 
some time ago. 

There is no department in the state 
government which needs the Merit Sys- 
tem more than that of the revenue com- 
missioner. The abuses in Mr. Williams’ 
term in that office have been ruthless 
and numerous. The grand jury has done 
a very real public service in producing 
the result now obtained.

Social Security Now Covers 


Almost Every U.S. Worker 


In the New York Times 


WASHINGTON—The _ federal 


social insurance system was 


launched under the Social Security Act of 1936 to assure the workers 
of this country maintenance payments after retirement. Its tax pro- 
visions became effective in 1937. First payments were made in 1940. 


The initial act provided Old Age 
Benefits only, to be paid only to 
the individual worker in industry 
or commerce. In 1939, the act 
was broadened to include Old-Age 
and Survivors Insurance—in -om- 
mon usage OASI. Experience al- 
ready had shown that to accom- 
plish its purpose of preventing 
destitution and keeping people off 
relief a man with a family would 
need more benefits than the sin- 
gle person. 

The system now includes wives 
of retir.d male workers; their 
widows over retirement age; de- 
pendent husbands, widowers, -ged 
parents and children, and sever®- 
ly disabled workers at age 50. 


The act has been broadened un- 
til it includes nine out of 10 per- 
sons working for gain in the 
United States. 

Benefits under the OASI sys- 
tem vary by categories. 

Workers receive benefits in pro- 
portion to their earning capacity 
while active. Men may retire and 
take benefits at age 65. Women 
workers may retire at age 62 but 
receive somewhat less. The range 
in payment for a retired worker 
is from $30 a month to $108.50. 

Wives of beneficiaries may wait 
until] 65 to ask benefits and re- 
ceive half of the husband’s bene- 
fit or they may choose to take a 
lower benefit beginning at age 
62. Payment range for wives or 
dependent husbands runs from $24 
a month to $54.30 a month.

mothers receive survivors’ pay- 
ments governed by a family maxi- 
um, not over 80 per of the 


worker’s average monthly earn- 
ings or $200, whichever is less. 

A severely disabled person re- 
ceives his retirement pay at age 
50, but no added benefits for de- 
pendents. 

Besides. the expansion of the 
system to include more catego- 
ries, old-age insurance has be- 
come important to more of the 
nation’s people because of the in- 
creasing number of aged in the 
population. In 1935 the number of 
persons over 65 was estimated at 
about eight million; in 1957 it was 
about 15 million or almost double. 

Individual benefits are figured 
on a formula based on average 
pay of workers. Only the first 
$4,200 a year is taxed and count- 
ed for »enefits. The formula is 
55 per cent of the first $110 a 
month of average earnings plus 
20 per cent of any part of the next 
$240 a month. The bill just passed 
Congress would substitute a

Gamal Abdel Nasser Fancies Himself 
As ‘Hero’ To Unite Moslem Peoples

I should like to suggest that American offi- 
cials and Americans generally pull from their 
bookshelves or borrow from their public libraries 
the little, inconspicuous book entitled, ‘‘Egypt’s 
Liberation: The Philosophy of the Revolution.” 


Nothing could be more timely, what with 
American Marines in Lebanon and British para- 
troopers in Jordan in a calculated bid to turn 
back the forces of Nasserism that are sweeping 
the Middle East. 


For this book is about Nasserism and by the 
one man most able to write articulately and au- 
thoritatively about it: Gamal Abdel Nasser, 
president only of Egypt when he wrote it, but 
now president of the United Arab Republic, of 
Egypt, Syria and Yemen. 

Nasser, of course, does not call this Pan-

In his vision of Egypt’s inevitable renais- 
sance, Nasser talks of necessary “‘living space” 
—reminiscent of Hitler; of the West's colonial 
imperialism a la Marxist ideology. The book has 
been compared with Hitler’s “Mein Kampf’’— 
for brazenly blueprinting the aggrandizement of 
a particular people or man. But it is hardly 
more than a quick, breathless Nasser vision of 
the grandeur that could be—and he is convinced 
is to be—Cairo’s. 

Nasser has not so much created a political 
force—Pan-Arabism—as appropriated it. He is 
riding a force that generates its c nm power and 
momentum. 

This little 119-page book is among the less- 
known political tracts of the decade whereas it 
should be among the country’s top 10 books of 
the moment—that is, if one wants to understand 
what makes Nasser run and why the Middie East 
has exploded in the West’s face. |

Propaganda for prohibition was everywhere 
in the first two decades of this century and it 
was vigorous.

“I can remember,” he continued, ‘“‘when nobody knew enough 


about the other schools’ prospects to tell who was going to be the | 


best teams before mid season. Now before the season starts news- 
papers and magazines have the teams catalogued as to where 
they'll finish. 
“You've had an unsuccessful year if you don’t equal or better 
what they predict for you.” 
To the good, Dodd says the reams of early publicity stimulate 
spectator interest. But it is tough on coaches and players. 
Despite its streamlined silhouette, football retains certain 
fundamental characteristics of a human sort that haven't altered 
and never shall if it remains the same great game.

How large an area can we expect to draw from? 


Heretofore. answers could be 
little more than vague. At best, 
only general comments concerning 
the experience of other firms 
could be offered. 

But now, thanks to a Nnew 
study, industrial development 
agencies can supply specific 
answers on commuting habits of 
Georgia workers. Titled ‘An 
Analysis of Intercounty Commut- 
ing of Workers in Georgia,” t he 
study is the results of an ex- 
haustive survey of 6,000 firms in 
Georgia, employing about two- 
thirds of tha state’s nonfarm em- 
ployment.
